We are curious about them.” 

Retailer Primark submitted a 
planning application to demolish 


the former Quakers site to expand 
on to it. 

Tough new squatting laws have 
made it a crime to squat in a pri¬ 
vate home. But squatting in a non- 
residential property is a civil 
offence between the landlord and 
the squatters. 

A 26-year-old squatter who only 
wanted to be known as Nick said: 
“Squatting is better than sleeping 
outside. A local church lets us have 
a shower there once a week, other¬ 
wise we use baby wipes. 


“I had a falling out with a family 
member - that is how I ended up 
here. I don’t pay that much atten¬ 
tion to people. I am just trying to 
get by. We eat whatever we can get 
our hands on. I would rather not 
say how.” 

Kingston town councillor Geoff 
Austin said: “I would hope they are 
not going to cause trouble but 
if they do one hopes they can be 
removed.” 

Primark had not commented as 
this newspaper went to press.

following his resignation, but 
said: “Even though what hap¬ 
pened with safeguarding was 
extraordinarily disappoint¬ 
ing, we can’t forget the good 
things Duncan did during his 
time here.” 

Mr Clark had not responded 
as this newspaper went to 
press. 

Meanwhile, Coun Osbourne 
admitted there could be fur¬ 
ther job losses in the chil¬ 
dren’s services department. 

He said: “You then have to 
arrow down within the man¬ 
agement of the department. 

“Nick [Nick Whitfield, direc¬ 
tor of Richmond and 
Kingston’s new ‘safer togeth¬ 
er’ improvement plan] is eval¬ 
uating staff and there may 
well be some changes going 
down the road.”

Andrea Craig, who sits on the

Children’s Service Improve¬ 
ment Board, hit back at what 
she described as an attempt to 
play down the Ofsted report 
after Coun Osbourne said 
Kingston was not a basket 
case. 

She said evidence presented 


to the committee suggested 
the problems had been much 
worse than Coun Osbourne 
has publicly admitted. 

She said: “If this were not 
Kingston and somewhere else 
with wider social problems, 
we could have been looking 
at an avoidable death of a 
child. 

“It is unacceptable that the 
leader of the council is mak¬ 
ing every effort publicly to 
continue to play down the 
true extent of what has hap¬ 
pened in Kingston.” 

Coun Osbourne said: “For 
her to say that a child could 
have died is way beyond a rea¬ 
sonable comment, even con¬ 
sidering the scale of social 
problems in Kingston com¬ 
pared with other places. 

“She is playing political 
games when we all agreed 
that the focus should be on 
improvement. 

“It surprises me that she 
would say that.” 





Investigation 

Our investigation revealed 24 
Kingston children absconded 
from care from April 2011 to 
April 2012, six weeks before a 
Kingston Council Ofsted 
inspection, which damned it to 
an inadequate rating. 

Of that number, 14 at-risk 
children placed out of the bor¬ 
ough, away from friends, family 
and schools, have fled homes. 

In one, a youngster regularly 
went missing despite informa¬ 
tion she was at considerable 
risk, and in another a young 
person absconded several 
times over the course of just a 
few weeks. 

In both instances inspectors 
noted the council had not fol¬ 
lowed missing person care 
procedures, and no additional 
support had been provided. 

Tom Rahilly, head of strategy 
and development for looked- 
after children at the NSPCC, 
said: “Children who go missing 
from care can be at real risk of 
drug and alcohol use, violence 
and sexual exploitation. 

“Our work shows that not 
enough is done to understand 
the reasons why children go 
missing from care and more 
needs to be done to give these 
children a voice.”

£ 40 k traffic scheme to be dropped 


A controversial £40,000 ex¬ 
perimental traffic scheme 
has been scrapped. 

Plans to replace the traf¬ 
fic lights with a mini¬ 
roundabout and zebra 
crossing at the junction of 
Knights Park and Fairfield 
South in Kingston were fi¬ 
nally ditched after resi¬ 
dents called for the 
proposal to be reviewed. 

The one-year scheme had 
originally been approved 
by Kingston Council in 
June this year, to comply 
with the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don’s push to remove un¬ 
necessary traffic lights. 


But residents argued the 
change would bring little 
benefit to the junction, and 
submitted a 158-signature 
petition which saw the de¬ 
cision called in. 

At a Kingston Town 
neighbourhood committee 
meeting last Wednesday, 
chairman Dennis Doe 
called for the plans to be 
scrapped in light of resi¬ 
dents’ opposition. 

Coun Doe said: “The ob¬ 
jections were not just put 
enthusiastically, there was 
considerable professional 
knowledge engaged too. 

“There is clearly a great 


amount of unrest. So I rec¬ 
ommend from the chair 
that we drop the proposed 
scheme. 

“The junction should 
continue to be managed by 
traffic lights. 

“There should be no re¬ 
placement with a mini¬ 
roundabout, even on an 
experimental basis.” 

Former Labour council¬ 
lor and Fairfield South 
resident Steve Mama 
thanked residents for 
opposing the scheme, and 
for presenting “clearly 
presented and coherent 
arguments”.

Water bill refund fight 
could open floodgates

A social housing tenant who 
claims Kingston Council has 
skimmed hundreds of pounds off 
her water bill is heading to the 
small claims court. 

If she is successful the council 
could be forced to pay thousands 
of pounds back to other tenants. 

Nannette Herbert, of Surbiton, 
is hoping to claw back the £750 
she said Kingston Council has 
“creamed off” her Thames Water 
utility bill. 

Ms Herbert discovered her 
council water tariff was higher 
than that of private customers, 
after being turned down for a 
water meter in August. 

She complained to the Guildhall 
believing she was being charged 
£135 more than the suppliers 
charge other single occupiers, but 
had a refund request turned 
down. 

In a letter sent to Ms Herbert 
from former head of housing 
Keith Broxup, he admitted the 
council received “compensation” 
from Thames Water, but said it 
was an administration cost.

He said the council had not col¬ 
lected money to which it was not 
entitled and had not been negli¬ 
gent in failing to place Ms Her¬ 
bert on a cheaper tariff, and that 
they were not liable. 

She has now submitted court 


papers, giving the council until 
the end of November to respond. 
She expects to have her case 
heard by the end of the year. 

Ms Herbert, who has lived in 
her flat for nearly 40 years, said 
she hopes to beat the council 
“bullies” and open up the flood¬ 
gates for other people to claim. 

She said: “Other people must be 
in the same position as I am. If I 
win then it is important that peo¬ 
ple know they can also get their 
money back. 

“If I owed them money they 
would come down on me like a 
tonne of bricks but getting it from 
them means going to court.” 

A council spokesman said it 
would not comment with a court 
case pending. 

Thames Water said Ms Her¬ 
bert’s bill was based on the rate¬ 
able value of her home, not a 
usage rate, and said she had not 
been overcharged. 

A spokesman said: “If we can, 
we will fit a meter. 

“If it is not possible we will offer 
the customer the £202-a-year sin¬ 
gle occupier assessed charge. The 
£337 she pays is based on her cur¬ 
rent rateable value.”

Tribute to Ks supporter 


A lifelong supporter of Kingstoni- 
an Football Club has died at the 
age of 88. 

Lou Windeatt, an honourary life 
member of the Kingsmeadow club, 
died on October 26, following a 
long illness. 

Born in December 1923 in 
Kingston, Mr Windeatt was a vet¬ 
eran of the Second World War, 
driving tanks for the 5th Royal In- 
niskilling Dragoon Guards and 
witnessing the liberation of 
France. 

But it was his affiliation with his 
beloved Ks that he will perhaps be 
best remembered for. 

Such was his popularity at the 
club, the team held a minute’s ap¬ 
plause before kick-off and wore 
black armbands during the game 
against Wingate & Finchley on 
November 3 in Mr Windeatt’s 
memory.

His son Phil, who used to write 
Ks match reports for this newspa¬ 
per, led the tributes to his dad. 

Mr Windeatt said: “Lou had a 
great sense of humour and often 
saw the funny side of life. 

“He was typical of the wartime 
generation. He kept much of his 
thoughts and emotions to himself. 
But typically, when asked about 
his childhood in Kingston, he re¬ 
membered the happy days.” 

Leaving school aged 14, Mr 
Windeatt started working in 
engineering factories. 

He met his future wife Jo at a 
dance hall in Kingston. 

After a call up to the Army in 
July 1942, he was posted to the 
front line. 

During the liberation of France 


in 1944, he was shot in the leg by a 
German sniper, which caused him 
to pass out and lose a bag contain¬ 
ing jewel-encrusted daggers and 
rings taken from defeated Nazis. 

Mr Windeatt married Jo in 1947, 
and lived in Fassett Road, 
Surbiton. 

The couple and their two sons 
Martin and Phil moved to Douglas 
Road in Norbiton in the 1960s and 
then to Long Ditton. 

Lou and Jo finally settled in 
Knaphill, near Woking, in 1978. 

Phil said: “He never played for 
Kingstonian, although he kicked 
every ball. He did not see Kingsto¬ 
nian reach the Football League, 
but he did see them lift the FA Tro¬ 
phy twice at Wembley. 

“And he is one of the diminish¬ 
ing band of supporters to have 
seen the FA Amateur Cup brought 
back to Kingston in 1933.”

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Bouncer tweet inquiry

A nightclub bouncer has been 
caught apparently flouting door 
security rules days after the 
fatal stabbing of a 20-year-old 
man. 

In an exchange on Twitter, 
Hippodrome doorman Lewis 
Anthony offered to use his in¬ 
fluence to “sneak” a young fe¬ 
male reveller into the club 
without proper identification. 

Asked to get a girl in with no 
passport or driving licence he 
said: “That’s cool tell her to 
bring a bank card as well I’ll 
sneak her in.” 

The club’s website states only 
a driver’s licence, passport or 
Pass Card are accepted as proof 
of age. 

Clubbers complained to the 
Kingston Guardian after seeing 
the online exchange soon after 
the incident at Oceana on Octo¬ 
ber 25, when 20-year-old Jamie 
Sanderson was stabbed to 
death. 

Carl Sautereau, head of cus¬ 
tomer services at Luminar 
Leisure, which also runs 
Oceana, said the company 
would investigate the possible 
security breach and take appro¬ 
priate action. 

He said: “We are taking this 
claim very seriously and, in col¬ 
laboration with the agency that 
supplies our door staff, will 
take appropriate action against 
anyone not adhering to our 


high standards as a result of 
our investigation.” 

Councillor Andrea Craig: “It is 
clear that door security is not up 
to scratch in Kingston clubs. 
This is a problem that needs an 
immediate clamp down because 
the reality is people are being 
killed in our nightclubs.” 

Dannie Riley, 23, once a 
regular clubber in Kingston, has 
now joined a Facebook page call¬ 
ing for Oceana to be shut down. 

She said: “They don’t search 
girls. When I was last there, 
there were no female bouncers 
to search me and my friends. I 
just walked straight in, no prob¬ 


lem. I could have been carrying 
anything. Everyone knows boys 
get girls to sneak drugs in for 
them. I’ve never heard about 
weapons sneaked in before, but 
obviously they have been be¬ 
cause at least two people have 
been stabbed recently.” 

Attempts were made to contact 
Lewis Anthony via Facebook, 
with no response. 

Luminar said: “The Hippo¬ 
drome consistently operates 
with both female and male door 
staff to ensure our female cus¬ 
tomers are treated to the same 
security process as male cus¬ 
tomers on entry.”

A family-of-six were forced out 
of their council home and into 
temporary accommodation 
after mistakes meant they 
were unable to bid for a home.

environment is very difficult. 

“Because I can’t speak En¬ 
glish well they are playing with 
me. I need help.” 

Although Mr Ahmed has 
council letters stating he is eli¬ 
gible for a four-bedroom home 
he is now unable to bid be¬ 
cause, according to the coun¬ 
cil’s bidding website, it would 
be too large for his family. 

A three-bedroom home is 
shown as too small. 

Kingston Council has told Mr 
Ahmed several times that he 
has not filled out a housing ap¬ 
plication form, despite him 
having proof he already has. 

A spokesman from Kingston 
Council was unable to answer 
questions posed by the 
Kingston Guardian. 

He said: “The council is fully 
aware of Mr Ahmed’s housing 
concerns and continues to 
work with him to try and re¬ 
solve these where possible.”

Police’s failed bid to 
stop Chic-o extra time 


An application to extend the open¬ 
ing hours of Chic-o-land has been 
granted despite warnings it is 
helping fuel late night violence. 

Kingston Council agreed to ex¬ 
tend the opening hours of the pop¬ 
ular St James’s Road takeaway, 
opposite Hippodrome nightclub, 
by 45 minutes to 4.15am, at a meet¬ 
ing held at the Guildhall on 
November 7. 

The decision comes despite 
claims from Kingston police, who 
brought along a barrister to the 
meeting, that later opening hours 
would “exasperate problems” in 
the town centre. 

Kingston Council’s interim head 
of environment Tom Jeffrey also 
warned later extended hours 
could be a safety risk, by attract¬ 
ing punters from other

night spots. 

Police submitted a list of crimes 
reported at the fast food venue 
over the last year, which cata¬ 
logue a series of alleged violent 
incidents outside the restaurant. 

But Councillor Shiraz Mirza, 
who sat on the committee, said: 
“The conclusion we came to was 
there was no evidence presented 
to the committee to suggest that 
an extension at Chic-o-land would 
cause further problems in 
Kingston. 

“If we are talking about prob¬ 
lems, that problem is antisocial 
behaviour brought on by too 
much alcohol, not fast food 
places.” 


Nicola Duffey, of Canbury 
Residents’ Association, expressed 
shock at the decision. 

She said: “I simply cannot be¬ 
lieve that they would make such a 
decision in the light of the events 
of the last month. It is beyond 
belief. 

“The police believe that an ex¬ 
tension would add to the problems 
in Kingston. 

“Surely that should act as a 
clear message for the council. 

“Now is the time they should be 
battening down the hatches, get¬ 
ting to the bottom of the problems 
we are having rather than adding 
to them.” 

The Kingston Guardian was un¬ 
able to contact the owners of Chic- 
o-land by the time this paper went 
to press.

A short-sighted idea 
to burn more waste 


Some compound interest 
could help cycle security 


This year 378 bicycles have 
been reported stolen in the 
borough, with nearly half of 
these taken from the centre 
of Kingston - an increase on 
the previous year. 

Thieves can be thwarted if 
bikes, including their wheels, 
are locked up with a good 


strong lock. Better still, peo¬ 
ple should use two locks. 

Even in the autumn and 
winter months, finding a bike¬ 
parking spot in the town cen¬ 
tre near the shops is difficult 
because cycling is popular 
and convenient. 

One way of addressing the 


twin problems of security and 
lack of space is for the council 
to make the secure bike com¬ 
pound at the Guildhall - re¬ 
cently refurbished for 
Guildhall staff at a cost of 
about £30,000 - accessible to 
regular weekend cyclists. 

On payment of a deposit 


users could obtain a swipe 
card to access the compound. 

There are similar ones at 
Kingston, Surbiton and Nor- 
biton stations, so there is no 
reason it cannot be done.

Our open spaces are neglected, dull, totally uninspiring and depressing 


I am writing to Kingston envi¬ 
ronment department yet 
again about the sad state of 
our parks and open spaces. 

I have written many times 
before suggesting ideas on 
how we could improve plant¬ 
ing by using bee-friendly 
plants that self-seed but typi¬ 
cally nothing has happened. 

Our open spaces are ne¬ 
glected, dull, totally uninspir¬ 
ing and depressing. I have 
uploaded just a few photos, 
as I have before, of how the 
French do it and still want to 
know why we cannot. 

It does not cost more and 
probably needs less care in 
the long run. 


Has anyone walked in our 
parks lately? Green Lane 
Park for example. 

What other country and 
what type of people allow a 
green space to be 95 per cent 
given over to dogs and 5 per 
cent to children? I walk to the 
play area with my two-year- 
old grandson and resent that 
not only can I not let him run 
on the dog faeces-strewn 
grass, but that I also have to 
be very wary of dogs bound¬ 
ing up to him, barking and 
being intimidating. 

This, of course, is not all 
dogs, but you cannot know 
which are friendly and which 
are not and I would never risk 


my grandson being mauled. 

I am not against dogs and 
know they need space to run, 
but why do we have to give 
over all the green area to dogs 
and just pen off a tiny area for 
the children. Surely they 
should come first. 

I would like to picnic in the 
park in the summer or play 
football with my grandson, 
but it is just not possible with¬ 
out the risk of him either 
falling in something ghastly 
or getting pounced on. 

Why can we not redesign 
these parks so half is fenced 
off for dog-owners and half 
for people with children who 
do not want to be with dogs. 


Children if they wish can 
still go in with the dogs but at 
least you would have the 
choice. Does the council not 
also have a duty of care to our 
children - there is always, 
where dog’s faeces are found, 
a risk of toxocariasis, which 
can cause swelling of organs 
in the body and even blind¬ 
ness. Children between two 
and seven are most at risk. 

Much as we hope all dog- 
owners will be responsible, 
many are not. Parks should 
always have proper fenced 
dog toilet areas at the gate 
that are regularly cleared and 
with notices about the dan¬ 
gers of dog faeces. 


If the fence placement was 
designed and done well, using 
good materials and with ap¬ 
propriate planting, it could 
enhance the park. 

This could be done along 
with a rejuvenation of the 
flower beds and the planting 
of a few trees to sit under. 

Why not start gardening 
clubs for young children? I 
am sure there are many peo¬ 
ple who would love to help. 

In the 1930s, 40s and 50s 
these beds would have been a 
mass of colour, but now the 
borders contain ivy, scrub 
and rubbish. It is disgusting. 

Should we not all be 
trying to encourage insects, 


particularly butterflies and 
bees? How can we do this 
without flowers? Gardening 
and the open air is a wonder¬ 
ful escape for many people. 

Why not start with one 
park, such as Green Lane, 
which also has the rather ne¬ 
glected and rubbish-strewn 
nature reserve and try to 
transform it. Maybe advertise 
for help with digging, plant¬ 
ing and donating plants. 

Why can’t the council stop 
using contractors who care 
nothing for what they do and 
the area they work in?

AREA TO WHICH THE DESIGNATION APPLIES 

4. This designation shall apply to the whole of area of the Authority. 

APPLICATION OF THE DESIGNATION 

5. This designation applies to all HMOs within the area of the Authority: 

a. occupied by not less than five people who do not form a single 
household, irrespective of number of storeys in height; or 

b. that are three or more storeys in height and occupied by three or more 
unrelated individuals, with the exception of those described in paragraph 6. 

6. This designation shall not apply to any HMOs within the area of the Authority which 
comprises: 

a. a converted block of flats to which Section 257 of the Act applies; or 

b. residential accommodation to which Schedule 14 to the Act applies 

EFFECT OF DESIGNATION 

7. Every HMO to which this designation applies must be licensed under Part 2 of the Act 
unless: - 

a. a temporary exemption notice is in force in relation to it under Section 62 of 
the Act; or 

b. an interim or final management order is in force in relation to it under 
Chapter 1 of Part 4 of the Act.
